No more great 
plate debate 


‘Focused on real 
priorities.’ Premier 
rules that licence 
plates won’t change 
following 'a lot of 
unhappiness’ over way 
project was handled 


Alberta’s new Premier Jim 
Prentice has decided the 
province’s licence plates will 
be staying as is. 

Prentice announced an 
end to the plate debate dur¬ 
ing a news conference Thurs¬ 
day, saying Albertans aren’t 
interested in the change. 

“Albertans are content 
with the existing licence 
plate. They want the govern¬ 
ment focused on real prior¬ 
ities,” he said. 

The government proposed 
three alternative designs for 


the licence plate earlier this 
year, all of which proposed 
removing the Wild Rose 
Countiy slogan and replacing 
it with the province’s web¬ 
site. 

The government allowed 
online votes and announced a 
winning design, but Prentice 
said Thursday no change will 
be coming. 

Prentice said the project 
wasn’t handled well and he 
sees no reason to spend more 
money on it. 

“There was a lot of un¬ 
happiness about this, about 
the way it was done and the 
way it was communicated,” 
he said. 

Prentice couldn’t provide 
an exact number, but said 
that the costs for the pro¬ 
gram so far had been min¬ 
imal, because the company 
that wanted to make the new 
plates provided the design 
work free of charge. 

The government estimat¬ 
ed the cost of changing all 
4.8 million plates would have 
been about $15 million. 


Wildrose MLA Bruce Rowe 
said while Prentice did the 
right thing in the end the 
whole ordeal should never 
have happened. 

“We’re pleased that Pre¬ 
mier Prentice decided to do 
the right thing and listen 
to Albertans; it’s just such a 
shame they wasted so much 
time.” 

Rowe said the move was 
clearly aimed at the Wildrose 
slogan and shows the desper¬ 
ation of the ruling party. 

“It was pretty obvious that 
it was a partisan movement,” 
he said. 


Legislature sits Nov. 17 


Prentice also announced 
Thursday a delay to the 
legislature’s return, which 
was scheduled for Oct. 27. 


• He announced the 
legislature would be 
prorogued, returning 
instead on Nov. 17.

U of A president delivers final 
state of the university address

University surpasses 
$1 billion mark for 
endowment

Ten years and more than 
$1 billion later, University of 
Alberta’s president Indira Sam¬ 
arasekera delivered her final 
state of the university address 
Thursday, commending the 
university on its growth over 
the last decade. 

Set to step down from her 
position in June 2105, Sam- 
araselcera’s speech highlighted 
some of the university’s accom¬ 
plishments in the last 10 years, 
including increasing overall 
enrolment by 11 per cent since 
2005 and building an endow¬ 
ment well over $1 billion. 

“We’ve put us on a path of 
sustainable fundraising from 
our alumni and our donors and 
that’s essential,” Samarasekera 
said, adding the university 
should continue to look for 
alternative sources of funding 
besides the provincial govern-

ment. 

While Alberta’s new Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice has commit¬ 
ted to supporting post-second- 
aiy institutions in the province, 
the university is in the process 
of submitting three propos¬ 
als to the government to in¬ 
crease tuition for certain U of A 
programs. 

Known as market modi¬ 
fiers, Samarasekera said the 
tuition cap exemptions are an 
attempt to correct disparity 
between U of A programs and 
other institutions. 

“Any student who has finan¬ 
cial difficulties paying after a 


tuition increase ... (should) ap¬ 
proach us because we are com¬ 
mitting to put funds into help¬ 
ing support students who have 
financial difficulties,” she said. 

William Lau, U of A Stu¬ 


dent Union president, said he 
thought the president’s ad¬ 
dress was optimistic. 

“I think that’s something 
that we really need in our in¬ 
stitution,” said Lau. “This year, 


where a lot of students and 
faculty are feeling the effects 
of the budget cuts, seeing the 
opportunities on the horizon is 
a great way to liberate us and 
plant those seeds of hope.”

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Funds. Councillors call 
for province, feds to help 
with drainage costs 


Edmonton councillors are call¬ 
ing on the provincial and feder¬ 
al governments to come to the 
table with cash to help the city 
deal with climate change. 

Councillors reviewed a util¬ 
ity committee report Thursday 
that forecasts the city will have 
to spend $2.4 billion over the 
next 50 to 100 years to improve 
sewers to deal with more severe 
storms. 

City administration had 
been asked to look for grants 
for the work, but found there 
was little that could offset the 
high costs. 

Coun. Michael Walters said 
climate change is having a ma¬ 
jor financial impact on all Can¬ 
adian cities. 

“The costs of not doing 
enough about climate change 
are now being rung up at the 
municipal cash register,” he 
said. 

Administration believes 
that along with other improve¬ 
ments to drainage services the 
added cost will be $1 a month 
to bills eveiy year for the fore- 



The city estimates it will have to 
spend $25 to $50 million a year to 
deal with the needed drainage 
upgrades, contributed 


seeable future. 

Mayor Don Iveson said cit¬ 
ies will need help dealing with 
these costs, so homeowners 
don’t have to bear the full 
freight. 

“We don’t need an answer 
today and we don’t need an an¬ 
swer next week, but this coun¬ 
try needs an answer in the next 
few years to how we are going 
to equitably fund this,” he said.

Pop-up bike lanes are popping 
up in Edmonton this weekend 
and according to one Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta professor, it’s a 
good thing. 


A city-run pop-up bike lane 
on 83 Avenue and a 102 Av¬ 
enue community-co-ordinated 
event will give Edmontonians 
a chance to sample the bike 
lanes. 

“I think it’s a great idea. It 
speaks to citizen activism, it 
tells us how citizens are en¬ 


gaged and on the philosophic¬ 
al sense, it’s about their right 
to the space in the city and 
how they want to use it,” said 
Sandeep Agrawal, professor 
and inaugural director of the 
Planning Program. 

The city will kick off the 
pop-up bike events Friday 
afternoon by installing a 
temporaiy cycle track, bike 
boulevard and contra-flow 
lane on 83 Avenue from McIn¬ 
tyre Park to 106 Street to talk 
about the next steps in the 
bike lane plans. 

Following the city event, 
citizens will come together on 


Saturday to install a tempor¬ 
aiy bike lane on 102 Avenue 
to bring more awareness to 
the route. 

Although the advantages of 
pop-up events like these out¬ 
weigh the negative, Agrawal 
argues there are some down¬ 
falls to having only a short¬ 
term structure. 

“We don’t want it to get 
out of hand because it’s a tem¬ 
poraiy structure and we don’t 
know who has the liability if 
something happens,” he said. 

Both temporaiy structures 
will be removed by Saturday 
evening.

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Redbook. ‘Behind the 
scenes’ book on Redford, 
politics in the works 


Get ready for Redbook. 

Alberta legislature mem¬ 
ber Thomas Lukaszulc says 
he is starting work on a be¬ 
hind-the-scenes book on his 
political days and life under 
former Tory premier Alison 
Redford. 

“Until I write my book 
... no one will really know 
what has truly happened 
and how many courageous 
MLAs there actually have 
been dealing with the situa¬ 
tions of the day — and how 
much worse things could 
have been,” Lulcaszulc said 
in an interview. 

“I think it will be inter¬ 
esting to some.” 

Lulcaszulc and many of 
his Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive caucus colleagues were 
sharply criticized for not 
standing up to Redford over 
self-indulgent spending and, 
according to some reports, 
the belittling of staff. 

The book is in its infancy, 
said Lulcaszulc, adding he 
isn’t through with political 
life and plans to run again 


for the PCs in 2016 in his 
riding of Edmonton-Castle 
Downs. 

“I’m not sure when it will 
(be completed),” he said. 
“(But) I’m going to start jot¬ 
ting down notes.” 

Redford has never public¬ 
ly commented on the scan¬ 
dals that felled her premier¬ 
ship except to say “mistakes 
were made.” 

Lulcaszulc, 45, says the 
book will also be about his 
struggles in Canada after 
coming from Poland, along 
with his years under former 
Toiy premiers Ralph Klein 
and Ed Stelmach. 

In the meantime, the four- 
term member of the legisla¬ 
ture said he is returning to 
life as a backbencher under 
new Premier Jim Prentice. 

Lulcaszulc, along with 
Calgary’s Ric Mclver, chal¬ 
lenged Prentice for the 
party leadership this sum¬ 
mer after spending scandals 
forced Redford to resign as 
premier in March.

TWO REVITALIZATIONS EMERGE, 
BUT CAN THEY COEXIST?

OmarMouaiiem 
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Niclc Johnson was in the mid¬ 
dle of some electric work Sun¬ 
day night when he heard some 
racket outside Local Goods, 
an art and clothing store he’s 
opening with three partners in 
the Quarters Downtown. 

On the other side of a store¬ 
front window, a rough-looking, 
intoxicated man canying a 
duffle bag of beer was fist¬ 
pumping and hollering. 

It was 1 a.m., but that’s not 
an unusual scene on the comer 
of 93 Street and Jasper Avenue. 
Neither was what the man 
told Johnson when he stepped 
outside: 

“Finally, there’s going to be 
something great right on my 
block!” 

Johnson — illustrator, 
musician, craftsman, business- 
owner — has loved the east 
downtown since installing 
a public art piece in the dis¬ 
tressed community two years 
ago. 


Like many artists, he’s 
come to really cherish the 
area. And this weekend there 
are three great reasons for the 
rest of Edmonton to appreci¬ 
ate a revitalization that’s been 
overshadowed by the arena 
and Blatchford. 

Local Goods (9523 Jasper Av¬ 
enue) won’t open for another 
month, but at its Saturday 
and Sunday pop-up you’ll find 
impeccably made and highly 
designed furniture, eclectic 
art prints and T-shirts, altered 
vintage clothing — all from 
local artisans. 

Four blocks west, another 
in-progress business, The OT 
Collective (10135-97 Street) 
combines block party and flea 
market for three days starting 
Friday. The OT Collective is an 
artsy co-work and cafe, and the 
future location for Barber Ha’s 
second vintage barbershop. 

On Friday, the same inter¬ 
section is also the location of 
the cheekiest international 
protest against car culture, 
Parlc(ing) Day — a creative 
coup d’etat of 15 metred park¬ 
ing stalls. Instead of Chevys 


and Fords, it’s mini-golf and 
bocce ball, performance art 
and high tea. 

“People are really comfort¬ 
able with the west side of 97 
Street, but the east side has a 
stigma that’s not true,” says 
Chelsea Boos, co-owner of the 
OT collective and organizer 
of Parlc(ing) Day. “We hope 
we can draw them into the 
Quarters.” 

Should you, you’ll see 
numerous cranes, fenced in 
building sites, the gorgeous 
new Boyle Renaissance Plaza 
and new buildings sprouting 
from former gravel parking 
lots. These are the revital¬ 
ization efforts of the city and 
developers, not the artists, 
who are working with the 
art-deco fixer-uppers that were 
neglected for decades. 

Can both revitalizations 
coexist? Johnson is pessimistic. 
Local Goods, three blocks away 
from the future site of Can¬ 
ada’s first Hyatt Place Hotel, 
hasn’t even opened yet and 
he’s already calling it tenuous. 

“Cities typically encourage 
artists in one area to make it 


hip enough for people who 
want to impress their dates, 
and then we get moved out,” 
he says, pointing to Whyte 
Avenue as an example. “But for 
the time that we have there, 
we want to do something that 
feels good, not just for us and 
people with money, but some¬ 
thing hopeful and friendly for 
the community.” 

He acknowledges that he’s 
also contributing to gentrifying 
the area, but hopes developers 
will take their sweet time with 
the “shiny things.” 

Boos echoes this but is 
more cautiously optimistic, 
pointing to new low-income 
and supportive housing 
projects and Boyle Renais¬ 
sance Plaza’s inclusiveness. 
But the market is heating up 
and speculators buying up 
parcels. Rent control will be 
required to stabilize the area, 
she says. 

The current affordability is 
what has allowed the artistic 
experimentation. “I’m partial 
to it staying under the radar,” 
she says. “I’d rather it stay as 
my playground.”

New health minister 
tasked with figuring 
out implementation

Premier Jim Prentice is promis¬ 
ing Albertans more local say in 
how their health system is run 
— but is leaving how that will 
work to his new minister. 

Prentice’s mandate letter 
tasks Health Minister Stephen 
Mandel with finding a way to 


add more regional input and 
decision-making. 

He said Thursday that many 
Albertans told him they didn’t 
feel they were being heard. 

“I was particularly con¬ 
cerned over the summer about 
a sense of disenfranchisement 
amongst Albertans in rural Al¬ 
berta,” he said. 

He said the regional advis- 
oiy councils the system has in 
place could be a good outlet. 

Mandel was unavailable for 
interviews Thursday, but as 
mayor of Edmonton he criti¬ 
cized the merger of the former 
regional health board into Al¬ 
berta Health Services. 

Heather Smith, president of 


the United Nurses of Alberta, 
said there are questions among 
front-line workers about a one- 
size-fits-all approach. 

“There has been concern 
that AHS wasn’t listening in 
terms of, just because it will 
work in urban Calgaiy, doesn’t 
mean it will work in High 
Level,” she said. 

However, she said a full 
shake-up is not the answer. 

“There may be issues, but 
we don’t need more upheaval.” 

Sandra Azocar with Friends 
of Medicare said they have also 
heard concerns, but want to 
see how it plays out. 

“The proof is always really 
in the details,” she said. 


Owners of aging *72 mall 
plan revitalization effort

Killing cougar ‘difficult 
decision,’ province says 


Calgary. Big cat 

causes big fright for 
construction worker 
and hospital attendees 


Alberta Fish and Wildlife 
representatives insisted 
Thursday they didn’t take 
a decision to shoot and kill 
a cougar lightly after the 
big cat was spotted on the 
prowl near a south Calgary 
hospital. 

Dramatic footage of the 
incident emerged shortly 
after officers cornered 
the cougar near the South 
Health Campus. 

There were actually in¬ 
itial reports of two cougars 
in the area, but an exten¬ 
sive search determined that 
wasn’t the case. 

Some on social media 
were quick to question why 
the animal wasn’t tranquil- 
ized, but a spokesman for 
Fish and Wildlife said there

are no guarantees with that 
approach and noted the 
cougar was wandering per¬ 
ilously close to a hospital 
entrance. 


“It was a difficult deci¬ 
sion.... Any time a large 
predator enters into an 
urban area it’s a significant 
public safety concern, and 


our officers will respond in 
those cases to try to ... get it 
to leave,” spokesman Bren¬ 
dan Cox said. 

“In this case they did 
want to tranquilize it, 
but tranquilizing cougars 
can be very risky and that 
proved to be especially true 
in a situation like this.” 

Earlier in the day, work¬ 
ers at an under-construction 
Marriott Hotel were evacu¬ 
ated from the site after one 
member encountered the 
cougar in the basement of 
the building, according to 
site Supt. David Whidden. 
That’s when police and wild¬ 
life officers were called in.

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Montana. Rapist charged

A man in prison for raping a 
girl starting when she was 12 
is now charged with tiying to 
persuade her to kill herself 
by cutting her wrists and tak¬ 
ing prescription medication 
while he watched on a web¬ 
cam. 

Michael John Morlan, 21, 
was out on bail on the rape 
charges when he spoke with 
the then-15-year-old girl via 
Skype last September and 
told her to commit suicide 
while he watched. 

The girl told investigators 
that when she started crying, 
Morlan told her to stop wast¬ 
ing air and get it over with. 
The teen said Morlan repeat¬ 
edly told her to kill herself. 
When she started cutting 
her wrists, he told her to cut 
deeper and then told her to 
take a handful of antidepres¬ 
sants, court records said. 

She took the pills then 
panicked, disconnected the 
call and went to her parents. 
Morlan is serving a seven-year 
prison sentence for raping 
the girl. He is scheduled to

be arraigned Monday on new 
charges of aiding or soliciting 
suicide, intimidation and 
tampering with witnesses or 
informants.

Morlan was charged with 
two felony counts of sexual 
intercourse without consent 
in the fall of 2012. 

Prosecutors alleged he had 
a sexual relationship with the 
girl from April 2011 — when 
she was 12 — through July 
2012. 

He pleaded guilty to the 
rape charges in November.

Aboriginal women and girls 
are easy prey for human traf¬ 
fickers because they are more 
likely to suffer from poverty, 
drug addictions and mental- 
health problems, says a newly 
disclosed report. 

The Public Safety Canada 
study sheds new light on how 
women and girls are forced 
into the sex trade by pimps 
acting as boyfriends, by small, 
loosely defined gangs, and 
even by members of their own 
families. 

The previously unreleased 
research is bound to add fuel 
to the fire raging in Canada 
over the Conservative govern¬ 


ment’s refusal to hold a nation¬ 
al inquiiy on the subject. 

Many people who took part 
in the study said human traf¬ 
ficking and murdered and mis¬ 
sing women are symptoms of a 
much larger problem. “A num¬ 
ber of participants believed 
that the trafficking of aborig¬ 
inal women and girls was part 
of a wider ‘Canadian crisis,’” 
says the May 2014 report, ob¬ 
tained under the Access to In¬ 
formation Act. Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper has said the 
issue is a crime problem, not 
a “sociological phenomenon.”

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Police stop beheading 
plot, detain 15 suspects

Supporters of the

Australian police thwarted a 
plot to cany out beheadings on 
Thursday that were to be con¬ 
ducted by local supporters of 
Islamic militants. 

Officials said police raided 
over a dozen properties across 
Sydney and were holding six 
people, one they have identi¬ 
fied as the suspected ringleader. 
Nine others were detained and 
freed before the day was over. 

The raid involved 800 fed¬ 
eral and state officers — the 
largest in Australian histoiy — 
and came in response to intel¬ 
ligence that the Islamic State of 
Iraq and al-Sham (ISIS) leaders 


were calling on Australian sup¬ 
porters to kill Prime Minister 
Tony Abbott. 

Abbott was asked about re¬ 
ports that the detainees were 
planning to behead a random 
person in Sydney. 

“That’s the intelligence we 
received,” he told reporters, 
noting the threats came from 
a senior ISIS member in Aus¬ 
tralia. 

ISIS refers to the al-Qaida 
splinter group leading Sunni 
militants in Iraq and Syria. 

“This is not just suspicion, 
this is intent — and that’s why 
the police and security agencies 
decided to act in the way they 
have,” Abbott said. 

The raids came just days 
after the country raised its ter¬ 
rorism threat to the second- 
highest level in response to the 
domestic threat posed by sup¬ 
porters of ISIS. At the time, Ab¬ 
bott stressed that there was no 
information suggesting a terror 
attack was imminent. 


Later Thursday, Attorney 
General George Brandis con¬ 
firmed that a person bom in Af¬ 
ghanistan who had spent time 
in Australia and is now working 
with the Islamic State group in 
the Middle East ordered sup¬ 
porters in Australia to behead 
people and videotape the kill¬ 
ings. 


Australia estimates about 60 
citizens are fighting alongside 
the ISIS and Nusra Front groups 
in Iraq and Syria, while it addi¬ 
tionally believes at least 100 
Australians actively support ex¬ 
tremist groups from within the 
country in capacities inclusive 
of training and recruitment.

The group has be¬ 
headed two U.S. journal¬ 
ists — James Foley and 
Steven Sotloff— and a 
British aid worker named 
David Haines.

It is 
the first of three lectures 
Cantlie says will reveal 
the truth about ISIS.

A frail-sounding Rob Ford im¬ 
plored Toronto voters from 
his hospital bed Thursday to 
elect his brother, Coun. Doug 
Ford, to succeed him, just 
hours before starting chemo¬ 
therapy for a rare and aggres¬ 
sive cancer that forced him to 
drop out of the mayoral race. 

In a three-minute record¬ 
ed statement released by his 
brother’s campaign team, 
a gravelly-voiced Ford first

thanked well-wishers, say¬ 
ing their support meant the 
world to him and his family. 

“With the love and sup¬ 
port of my family, my friends, 
and the people of Toronto, I 
will beat this,” he added. “I 
am determined to face this 
head-on and return strong for 
my family and for my city.” 

Ford was diagnosed Wed¬ 
nesday with malignant lipos¬ 
arcoma, a type of cancer that 
arises from fat cells and can 
attack a variety of soft tis¬ 
sues. His doctor said he will 
be undergoing two rounds 
of chemotherapy before they 
determine the next step in 
his treatment. 

His brother entered the 
mayoral race after Ford with¬ 
drew his bid for re-election 
last Friday. 

One expert was skeptical 


that the ill mayor’s endorse¬ 
ment of his brother will boost 
support even among Ford’s 
followers. 

“I just don’t think that 
we can expect that all those 
people are going to hsten to 
that and move over, because 
their connection with Rob 
was an emotional connec¬ 
tion,” said Henry Jacek, a polit¬ 
ical science professor at Ham¬ 
ilton’s McMaster University.

Bones found near

Volunteers searching the 
banks of the Red River came 
across the bones earlier this 
week. 

The group is combing 
the shoreline and dragging 
the bottom of the river, 


searching for clues about 
the fate of missing and mur¬ 
dered aboriginal women. 

A blood-splattered 
pillowcase, a bloody rug and 
a set of dentures have also 
been turned over to police.

The father of Norwegian mass 
killer Anders Behring Breivik 
says he fears his son is becom¬ 
ing even more extreme and 
dangerous in prison. 

In his first news confer¬ 
ence since the July 22, 2011, 
attacks that killed 77 people, 
Jens Breivik said Thursday he 
had requested to visit his son 
at the Oslo area prison where 
he is serving a 21-year sen¬ 
tence that could be extended 
indefinitely. 

But the convicted terror¬ 
ist and right-wing fanatic 
rebuffed him in a letter, say¬ 
ing his father had to adopt a 
“fascist” ideology for them to 


have any contact. 

“The letter scared me,” the 
elder Breivik told reporters in 
Oslo in connection with the 
launch of his book, My Fault? 

“I think he’s just becom¬ 
ing more and more extreme. 
Maybe he’s becoming more 
dangerous, too. I don’t know.” 

A self-described “militant 
nationalist” on a crusade to 
rid Europe of Muslims, Brei¬ 
vik set off a powerful bomb 
that killed eight people in 
Oslo’s government district. 
He then went on a shooting 
rampage on Utoya island, kill¬ 
ing 69 people — mostly teens 
— at a summer camp. 

Breivik grew up with his 
mother in Oslo and had only 
intermittent contact with his 
father, a Norwegian diplomat 
who remarried and moved to 
Paris. 

“It’s completely un¬ 
fathomable to me that my 
own son would have done 
such a thing,” he said.

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Israel, Museum claims 
to have the oldest Jewish 
prayer book in existence 


An Israeli museum on Thurs¬ 
day unveiled what it says 
is the oldest known Jewish 
prayer book in the world, 
dating back to the ninth cen¬ 
tury. 

The prayer book, about 10 
centimetres long and seven 
centimetres wide, is written 
in Hebrew, contains about 50 
pages, and is still in its ori¬ 
ginal binding. It was donated 
to the Bible Lands Museum 
in Jerusalem by Oklahoma 
businessman Steve Green, 
a devout Christian whose 
family controls the Hobby 
Lobby crafts store chain. 

Green said the book ori¬ 
ginated in the Middle East 
and that three experts, work¬ 
ing independently, had car¬ 
bon-dated it to the year 820. 

Haggai Ben Shammai, the 
academic director of Israel’s 
National Library, agreed that 
the prayer book could be the 
most ancient Hebrew codex 
known to exist, though he 
said there is another con¬ 
tender in Germany.

important thing,” Shammai 
said. “We don’t have very 
ancient examples of Jewish 
codexes.” 

But Aviad Stollman, cur¬ 
ator of the National Library’s 
Judaica collection, said he is 
not convinced Green’s dona¬ 
tion is from the ninth cen¬ 
tury, or that it is even an an¬ 
cient codex or Jewish prayer 
book. He said the manuscript 
needed further research to 
shed light on its authenticity.

Shoppers in Sierra Leone 
rushed to stock food Thurs¬ 
day ahead of a three-day na¬ 
tionwide shutdown, during 
which the country’s 6 million 
people will be confined to 
their homes while volunteers 
search house-to-house for 
Ebola victims in hiding and 
hand out soap in a bid to slow 
the accelerating outbreak. 

The disease sweeping 
West Africa has also touched 
Liberia, Guinea, Nigeria and 
Senegal and is believed to 
have sickened more than 
5,300 people, the World 


Health Organization re¬ 
ported. In a sign the crisis is 
picking up steam, more than 
700 of those cases were re¬ 
corded in the last week for 
which data is available. 

Ebola is estimated to 
have killed more than 2,600 
people, with most of the 
deaths in Liberia. But WHO 
has said the official toll is 
probably a gross underesti¬ 
mate and that most patients 
are at home, infecting others, 
when they should be in treat¬ 
ment centres.

Voters in Scotland turned 
out in unprecedented num¬ 
bers for an independence 
referendum and with most 
votes counted Friday, re¬ 
sults suggested a strong 
wish to keep Scotland’s 307- 
year union with England. 

With 26 of 32 regional 
electoral centres reporting, 
the No side had about 54 
per cent of the vote to about 
46 per cent for the Yes side. 
Those against independence 
also scored a big win by 
strongly taking Aberdeen, 
Scotland’s oil capital. 

The average turnout was 


86 per cent - a record high 
for any Scottish election. 

The Yes camp appeared 
resigned to defeat. Saying 
she was “personally bit¬

After 14 years of work, Canada’s 
first national museum outside 
of Ottawa — the Canadian Mu¬ 
seum for Human Rights — is 
set to open in Winnipeg this 
weekend. 

First envisioned by the late 
Winnipeg-based media mag¬ 
nate and philanthropist Izzy As¬ 
per in 2000, the 260,000-square- 
foot museum will open its 
doors to the public for the first 
time Saturday following an 
opening ceremony Friday. 

“People have been working 
so hard, they’re so passionate 
and I think we realize what we 
have here — we’re a little like 
a kid before Christmas,” said 
museum spokeswoman Angela 
Cassie this week about finally 
opening the museum. “After all 
this work, having people com¬ 
ing through and experiencing 
the exhibits is an amazing feel¬ 
ing for all of us.” 

The $351-milfion museum, 
which sits at the historic conflu¬ 
ence of the Red and Assiniboine 
rivers at The Forks in Winni¬ 
peg, has 47,000-square-feet of 
exhibit space and interactive 
galleries delving into eveiy- 
thing from the Holocaust and 
war atrocities to the high and 
low points of Canada’s own hu¬ 
man rights record. 

The museum has been a 
lightning rod for controversy 
during its development, with 
several cultural groups com¬ 
plaining human rights viola¬ 
tions they’ve suffered are either 
absent from the exhibits, or 
glazed over. 

“For a human rights mu¬ 
seum, that is to be expected,” 
Cassie said of the complaints 
and protests expected for the

opening weekend. “We will 
work together with organiza¬ 
tions that have concerns, and 
allow that to update and inform 
how we update and renew our 
exhibits and public program¬ 
ming.” 


The public will be able to 
take guided tours of four of the 
museum’s galleries this week¬ 
end, and all exhibits — includ¬ 
ing the building’s iconic glass 
Tower of Hope — are set to 
open Sept. 27.

Muslim Uighur scholar 
says writings, lectures 
were not separatist 


China. Ilham Tohti 
is facing separatism 
charges, which carry 
punishment up to death 


A prominent Muslim Uighur 
scholar being tried on separa¬ 
tism charges told a court in far 
western China on Thursday 
that he never advocated the 
overthrow of Chinese rule in 
his native Xinjiang, according 
to his lawyer. 

Attorney Liu Xiaoyuan said 
government critic and former 
Beijing economics professor 
Ilham Tohti addressed the court 
for about 90 minutes on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon before the two- 
day trial ended. There was no 
immediate verdict. 

Liu said the scholar asked 
that his trial be moved to Beijing 
where he lived and taught, and 
if it stayed in Urumqi, Xinjiang’s 


regional capital, that the court 
deliberate in a fair manner. 

The attorney said prosecu¬ 
tors told the court that Ilham 
Tohti’s writings and classroom 
lectures were evidence that he 
had fomented ethnic hatred in 
Xinjiang. Tensions between the 
minority Uighur population 
and the majority Han Chinese 
have exploded into violence. 

“He didn’t organize any ac¬ 
tivity advocating the country’s 
separation,” Liu said outside 
the Urumqi People’s Intermedi¬ 
ate Court. 

The U.S. Embassy in Beijing 
issued a statement on Thursday 
calling for Tohti’s release. 

“His arrest silenced an im¬ 
portant Uighur voice that peace 
fully promoted harmony and 
understanding among China’s 
ethnic groups particularly Uigh- 
urs,” the embassy said.

he expects Tohti will face from 
10 years to life in prison.

They also quoted comments 
he made to the typically ethnic 
minority students who took 
his classes at Beijing’s Minzu 
University, including his strong 
emphasis on proclaiming Uigh- 
urs to be distinct from the Han 
majority, Li said.

Tony Merchant, said Thursday. The Merchant Law Group — one of Canada’s prominent 
class-action firms — filed a suit on Wednesday that will seek financial compensation for 
all Canadians affected by the Home Depot breach. 


Home Depot said Thursday 
that 56 million payment 
cards used at its American 
and Canadian stores between 
April and September were 
compromised by a type of 
criminal software that hadn’t 
previously been seen in other 
attacks. 

The Atlanta-based home 
improvement retailer said 
any terminal with the mal¬ 
ware has been taken out of 
service and that it completed 
introducing new enciypted 
terminals in all of its U.S. 
stores on Sept. 13, less than 
two weeks after the attack 
was discovered. 

Home Depot says it will 
complete installing new en¬ 
crypted terminals at its Can¬ 
adian stores early next year 
but added they are already 


equipped to handle credit 
cards with embedded chips 
and personal identification 
numbers. 

The company continues to 
say there is no evidence that 
debit card personal identifi¬ 
cation numbers have been 
compromised or that online 
shoppers were affected at 
homedepot.ca or homedepot. 
com. 

Its Mexican stores were 
also apparently unaffected by 
the breach. 


“We apologize for the 
frustration and inconven¬ 
ience this breach may have 
caused,” the company said in 
a new posting on its website. 

“We also want to empha¬ 
size that you will not be liable 
for any fraudulent charges to 
your accounts, and we’re of¬ 
fering free identity protec¬ 
tion services, including credit 
monitoring, to any customer 
who has shopped at a Home 
Depot store in 2014, from

Ellison is out 
at Oracle Corp. 


Colourful leader. Head 
of business software 
maker is stepping aside 
after 37 years, but will 
remain active part of the 
company he co-founded 


Oracle co-founder Lariy Elli¬ 
son is stepping aside as CEO 
after 37 years at the helm of 
the business software mak¬ 
er, ending a colourful reign 
marked by his flamboyant be¬ 
haviour and outlandish wealth 
amassed while building one of 
the world’s best-known tech¬ 
nology companies. 

With the changing of the 
guard announced Thursday, 
Ellison will be handing over 
his job to his two top lieu¬ 
tenants, Saffa Catz and Mark 
Hurd, who become co-CEOs. 

Ellison, 70, intends to still 
play an influential role at Or¬ 
acle Corp. He is taking over 
as Oracle’s executive chair¬ 
man, replacing Jeff Henley in

the position, and will oversee 
the engineering departments 
as chief technology officer. 
What’s more, Ellison remains 
Oracle’s biggest shareholder 
with a 25 per cent stake in 
the Redwood Shores, Califor¬ 
nia, company that accounts 
for most of his $51 billion US 
fortune. 

Catz, Oracle’s chief finan¬ 
cial officer until Thursday, 
will be responsible for manu¬ 
facturing, legal and finance, 
while Hurd will supervise 
sales and all services. Both of 
them will report to Oracle’s 
board instead of Ellison. Or¬ 
acle isn’t hiring a CFO to re¬ 


place Catz. 

“I am going to continue to 
do what I have been doing the 
past several years and they are 
going to continue doing what 
they have been doing the past 
several years,” Ellison told 
analysts during a Thursday 
conference call. 

Given that Catz and Hurd 
are already handling many 
of the same duties as Oracle’s 
co-presidents, the new peck¬ 
ing order may not seem like 
much of a change, especially 
among investors who worried 
about the company’s sluggish 
growth in recent years. 

Oracle’s stock slipped 86 
cents, or 2 per cent, to $40.69 
in Thursday’s extended trad¬ 
ing following the company’s 
announcement. The down¬ 
turn may have had more to do 
with Wall Street’s disappoint¬ 
ment with Oracle’s fiscal first- 
quarter earnings, which were 
also announced late Thursday 
and missed analyst targets, 
than with the reshuffling of 
management duties.

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Safety board 
has right to 
investigate 
oil disaster 


New Orleans. Court 
upheld right of a U.S. 
safety board to look 
into role of company in 
2010 offshore oil spill 


A U.S. federal appeals court in 
New Orleans has upheld a fed¬ 
eral safety board’s right to in¬ 
vestigate the role of Transocean 
Deepwater Drilling Corp. in the 
2010 Gulf of Mexico oil disaster. 

Transocean owned the 
Deepwater Horizon rig that 
was drilling for BP PLC at its 
Macondo well, about 50 miles 
off the Louisiana coast, when 
an explosion killed 11 workers 
and led to the nation’s worst 
offshore oil spill. 

The company had chal¬ 
lenged the authority of the U.S. 
Chemical Safety and Hazard 
Investigation Board, often re¬ 
ferred to as CSB, to do the in¬ 
vestigation. 

In a 2-1 decision Thursday, 
the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals upheld a lower court’s 
ruling that the board could in¬ 
vestigate. 

Transocean officials did not 
immediately respond to messa¬ 


ges seeking comment. 

The investigation had con¬ 
tinued during the appeal. In 
June, the board issued a report 
citing multiple failures and im¬ 
proper testing of the rig’s blow¬ 
out preventer as factors in the 
explosion and found fault with 
BP and Transocean. 

In affirming the safety 
board’s authority to investigate 
the accident, the 5th Circuit 
noted that the law gives the 
board power to look into the 
accidental release of hazardous 
materials into the air from a 
“stationaiy source.” 

Transocean contended that 
the Deepwater Horizon, a port¬ 
able rig that was moved from 
well site to well site, was a ves¬ 
sel under the law and not a 
“stationaiy source.” The courts, 
however, decided that the rig 
was a stationaiy source under 
the provisions of the Clean Air 
Act. “In this case, the Deep¬ 
water Horizon was deployed to 
the Macondo well site in Febru- 
aiy 2010 and had remained in 
place at the site for approxi¬ 
mately two months,” Judge 
Thomas Reavley wrote in an 
opinion joined by Judge James 
Graves. 

Judge Edith Jones dissented.

Argentina approves 
price-control law 

Argentina’s congress on 
Thursday approved a law 
that lets the government 
intervene in setting prices 
and profits in an attempt 
to tackle one of the hemi¬ 
sphere’s worst inflation rates. 

Economy Minister Axel 
Kicillof said the measure, ap¬ 
proved earlier by the Senate, 
would defend consumers 


against “the innumerable 
abuses we suffer eveiy day 
on the part of concentrated 
groups with monopoly 
power.” 

But local business leaders 
said the law is likely to aggra¬ 
vate shortages and inflation 
by discouraging people from 
selling price-controlled goods 
or making investments. 

The law gives the state 
power to set maximum and 
minimum prices as well as 
control profit margins.

Air Canada latest airline to 
charge forfirst checked bag 


Air Canada, as expected, is 
joining rival Westjet Airlines 
in charging passengers a fee 
to check their first bag on 
domestic flights as the two 
airlines also finalize plans to 
introduce other ancillary fees 
in a move to boost revenue. 

The new fee being charged 
by Air Canada applies to pas¬ 
sengers booking the airline’s 
lowest economy class Tango 
fares as of Thursday for flights 
beginning Nov. 2. It applies to 
flights within Canada and to 
the Caribbean and Mexico. 

The Montreal-based air¬ 
line has charged for a travel¬ 
ler’s first checked bag on U.S. 
routes since 2011. 

The countiy’s largest air¬ 
line said the fee was being 
introduced domestically to 


align it “with prevailing North 
American industiy practices.” 

“We’re matching the mar¬ 
ket,” chief financial officer Mi¬ 
chael Rousseau told a CIBC in¬ 
vestor conference in Montreal. 

Earlier this week, Calgary- 
based Westjet announced a 
fee, ranging between $25 and 
$29.50 depending on provin¬ 
cial taxes, for a first checked 
bag for some economy class 
customers on flights within 
Canada and to the United 
States, but not to Mexico, the 
Caribbean, Central America 
and Europe. Industry observ¬ 
ers had expected Air Canada 
to add the fee which, the air¬ 
line says, will affect about 20 
per cent of passengers on do¬ 
mestic flights.

Telus got103,500requests 
for customers’info in 2013 


Telus Corp.’s first “transparen¬ 
cy” report reveals that the Van¬ 
couver-based telecom company 
received about 103,500 official 
requests for information about 
its customers last year.

— nearly 56,800 — were in 


emergency situations, such as 
to verify the location of 911 
callers and another 40,900 re¬ 
quests were for names and ad¬ 
dresses that are publicly avail¬ 
able through directories. 

Telus also received about 
4,300 court-ordered requests in 
2013, mostly as part of domes¬ 
tic police investigations, but 
also two foreign requests made 
under Canada’s treaty obliga¬ 
tions. 

It also received 154 other 
requests as part of police inves¬ 
tigations into suspected Inter¬ 
net child exploitation, without 
court orders — but the com¬ 
pany says it no longer will pro¬ 
vide such information in most 
cases without a court order.

Even though an 
international whaling 
conference voted against 
it, Japan is going to 
resume the practice 


An international whaling 
conference voted Thursday 
against Japan’s highly criti¬ 
cized plans to resume whal¬ 
ing in the Antarctic next 
year, but Japan vowed to go 
ahead anyway. 

A resolution adopted 
at the International Whal¬ 
ing Commission meeting 


in Portoroz, Slovenia, said 
Japan should abide by the 
International Court of Jus¬ 
tice’s ruling that its whaling 
program is illegal because it 
isn’t for research purposes. 

Immediately after the 
resolution was adopted by a 
35-20 vote, Japan announced 
it will launch a new “re¬ 
search” program that will 
resume hunting in the Ant¬ 
arctic in 2015. The UN court 
ruling said some “scientific” 
whaling is allowed under 
very strict conditions, which 
Japan said it would meet. 

“We will be providing 
and submitting a new re¬ 
search plan in the Antarctic 
Ocean so that we implement 


research activities start¬ 
ing from 2015,” said Joji 
Morishita, head of Japan’s 
delegation. “And all these 
activities are perfectly in ac¬ 
cordance with international 
law, scientific basis as well 
as the ICJ judgment.” 

Approval from the com¬ 
mission’s scientific com¬ 
mittee isn’t mandatory, 
but Japan’s resumption of 
Antarctic whaling without 
the body’s specific consent 
after a one-year pause would 
likely face intense scrutiny. 
Japanese boats caught 252 
minke whales in the South¬ 
ern Oceans in 2013, accord¬ 
ing to the IWC figures.

Richard: Mark, the story in 
The Maze Runner is based 
on a dare. When Thomas 
is dropped into a mysteri¬ 
ous walled world where a 
society of boys have grown 
up in the shadow of a giant 
labyrinth, he is told, “Don’t 
go in the maze.” 

Of course he does, be¬ 
cause that’s like telling a 
teen, “Don’t go through 
that door,” in a horror flick. 
Based on a series of wildly 


popular young adult books 
— so yes, you can look for¬ 
ward to The Maze Runner 
2: Electric Boogaloo com¬ 
ing soon to a theatre near 
you — and the immediacy 
of the story serves it well... 
to a point. 

It’s a good set-up that 
turns into a becomes a stan¬ 
dard 3D sci-fi chase flick. 

What did you think? 

Mark: Richard, it was dull, 
dull, dull, interrupted by 
the occasional exciting 
scene but it played like 
a dumbed-down version of 
Lost for paranoid teens. 

Yes, the set-up is good, 
but so little time is actual¬ 
ly spent in the maze, and 
there’s too much time talk¬ 


ing about it. 

The dialogue is mostly 
exposition, the acting is 
functional at best, and al¬ 
though it’s cut from the 
same cloth as The Hunger 
Games, it doesn’t have any 
of its bite. 

It’s no spoiler alert to re¬ 
veal that some will survive, 
and the big reveal is laugh¬ 
able in the way it shills for 
the inevitable sequel. 

RC: I liked it way more than 
you. I liked that the char¬ 
acters are cyphers with no 
knowledge of their pasts, 
so they have to create per¬ 
sonas based on their abil¬ 
ities in the camp. 

That way, unlike most 
original stores, we don’t 


have to spend much time 
getting to know the charac¬ 
ters, where they came from, 
or what their inner torment 
is. 

They don’t know and 
neither do we. 

Instead they concentrate 
on the present — their 
present — and survival. 
Imagine if the reality show 
Survivor was set in a world 
surrounded by an impene¬ 
trable maze and the only 
way to get voted off the is¬ 
land was to be eaten by a 
giant, mechanical Griever 
beast. 

MB: Actually, that’s a pretty 
good description of Sur¬ 
vivor. Mazes intrigue me, 
and so do mad scientists. 


Synopsis 


Based on a series of wildly 
popular young adult 
books, The Maze Runner 
sees Thomas, played by 
Teen Wolf’s Dylan O’Brien, 
plopped into a community 
of young men surrounded 
by a labyrinth. The rebel¬ 
lious Thomas wants to 
see if there is a way to 
navigate through the ever- 
changing maze that stands 
between the boys and 
whatever is happening in 
the outside world. When

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Pondering the

Simon Pegg. Actor's

Simon Pegg goes all out in 
Hector and the Search for 
Happiness as the titular 
psychiatrist stymied by mod¬ 
ern life who embarks on a 
globe-trotting trip to get in 
touch with his inner child. 

To hear Pegg tell it, how 
you respond to the film says 
a lot about you. 

I totally fell for this film, 
but then I’m a total sap. 

Well, one person’s sap is 
another person’s ... emotion¬ 
ally open person. There’s 
nothing wrong with giving 
yourself over to something. 
It’s easy to be cynical and 
dismiss something that’s 
arguably sentimental as 
being frivolous, but I don’t 


think that’s true. I think 
the message of this film is a 
little bit more sophisticated 
than just schmaltz. It’s 
about getting in touch with 
a childlike wonder and ac¬ 
cessing your own happiness 
through that. 

I found a lot of the Brit¬ 
ish critics were like, “Oh no, 
this is terribly ... no, thank 
you.” 

That’s the British critic ac¬ 
cent? 

It is! “Oh no, we don’t like 
this. Too, too, too rough, 
too emotional.” I get why, 
but if you’re fundamen¬ 
tally unhappy, this film will 
shine quite a bright light on 
that, whereas if you have a 
capacity to be happy you’ll 
come out of it going, “Yeah, 
man!” 

At one point Hector gets 
very down on his profes¬ 
sion of psychiatry because 
many of his patients treat 
it as a luxury item, but 
that’s not the whole of that 
field. 

I totally agree that in psych¬ 
iatry you can help people 
to address issues that they 
have that might damage 


their lives, but at the same 
time when you don’t have 
to worry about survival, 
when you don’t have to 
worry about finding your 
next meal or living through 
the night, you have time to 
start thinking about stuff 
like that, and that’s when 
you start questioning your 
happiness. There is a certain 
numbness to modern living 
for us in affluent society 
where we have so much 
choice and we’re so looked 
after, pandered to, offered 
so much stuff that’s suppos¬ 
ed to make us happy that 
we completely lose sight of 
what it means. Whereas if 
you spent yesterday avoid¬ 
ing being shot and you 
know that today you’re not 
going to get shot, your hap¬ 
piness would be so much 
more real and identifiable 
and easier to understand. 
That’s not advocating not 
getting shot as being a way 
of being happy, mind you. 

I don’t know, I could recom¬ 
mend not getting shot as a 
way to be happy. 

I could certainly recom¬ 
mend that just purely as a 
survival method.

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My Old Lady. Kevin Kline 
talks coming of age - 
a little bit later in life 



Dan Stevens has a 
twisted sense of humour 



When Kevin Kline agreed to 
play the lead role in play¬ 
wright-turned-director Israel 
Horovitz’s My Old Lady — 
the 66-year-old star had a 
curious motivation to accept 
the part. 

“As one ages, there are 
fewer and fewer roles where 
you get the girl,” said Kline 
during a recent interview at 
the Toronto International 
Film Festival. 

“Usually you’re the old 
professor or the father (and) 
your son gets the girl and I 
have to give him my blessing 
and I get to die.” 

A witty light comedy, My 
Old Lady casts cordial Kline 
as a contemptuous American 
who gets a surprise when the 
Parisian apartment his es¬ 
tranged father willed to him 
comes with a string — name¬ 
ly a longtime, nonagenarian 
tenant (Maggie Smith) who 
has no intention of leaving. 

“I just hadn’t read any¬ 
thing like it and I thought 
there was something very 
true in the character,” ex¬ 
plained Kline whose most 
frequent films, include Last 
Vegas and No Strings At¬ 
tached. 


“All the characters were 
people that one could recog¬ 
nize — they weren’t super¬ 
heroes or super anything.” 

In fact, Kline (who is 
famously known as “Kevin 
DeKline” for his reluctance 
in choosing films) was 
drawn more to the charac¬ 
ter’s depth and the simple 
psychological ties to his 
past. As he attempts to eject 
his retired renter, he begins 
to learn more about his es¬ 
tranged father and must 
face his conflicted child¬ 
hood. 

“It’s about quite a bit 
more than just damaged 
people,” said Kline. 

“(Director) Israel (Horo- 
vitz) has taken this failure 
and placed him in this alien 
place where he’s got to find 
himself as we all do when 
we’re put in some foreign 
locale. 

“He’s also trying to find 
his footing in life and his 
father seems to have thrown 
a real curveball at him ... 
so there’s a lot going on — 
it’s kind of a coming-of-age 
movie, it’s about childhood 
and really growing up.”

Dan Stevens wanted a 
change and he certainly 
got one. After quickly de¬ 
veloping a devoted fan 
base as Matthew Crawley 
on Downton Abbey, the 
32-year-old actor was eager 
to shake things up. This 
week finds him as a vet 
with a deadly secret in The 
Guest and a troubled drug 
kingpin alongside Liam 
Nee son in A Walk Among 
the Tombstones. So ... pretty 
different. 

I saw this film yesterday 
and ... holy crap. 

That’s a great response. I 
hope that’s a good “holy 
crap.” 

How on earth was this 
movie pitched to you? 

The funny thing was, it was 
never really pitched. I’d tried 
to sort of put the word out 
there that I was looking for 
something different, and 
I got sent this script. I’d 
recently seen You’re Next, 
and I just really wanted to 
meet the crazy guys who’d 
made that film. When I 
sat down with (director) 
Adam (Wingard) it was very 
quickly established that we 
had the same twisted kind 


of sense of humour, but also 
the same desire to entertain. 
And as soon as we realized 
that we both really passion¬ 
ately loved the movie Big 
Trouble in Little China, we 
knew we were off to a good 
start. 

A classic, to be sure. 

One of the many things we 
like about that film, par¬ 
ticularly for me as an actor, 
is just that the amount of 
fun that Kurt Russell looks 
like he’s having is kind of 
infectious as a performer. 

I think we were looking 


to capture some of that 
passion and enthusiasm. 
Growing up in England, we 
were steeped in American 
action thrillers and horror 
movies, and it’s a kind of 
film that they don’t really 
make in England. There’s 
kind of a nod to it in Simon 
Pegg and Nick Frost’s 
film Hot Fuzz, where they 
acknowledge that as Brit 
fanboys, we don’t get to 
make those kinds of mov¬ 
ies. 

Something happened in 
the last 10 years or so 


where everyone decided 
action movies had to be 
serious. 

Right. It’s interesting to 
watch these cinematic 
shifts in terms of how 
we approach things like 
violence. But there’s very 
much a kind of tongue- 
in-cheek attitude to The 
Guest. And something I was 
keen to explore is how you 
inject character and hu¬ 
mour into an action film, 
something that always used 
to happen in ’80s and ’90s 
action thrillers. 

And I kind of missed that.

Edmonton Womans Show 
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Lena Dunham bares it all in memoir 


A girl grows up. With 
a new book coming 
out, the Girls creator 
says she's learned to 
become comfortable 
with controversy 


When Lena Dunham first 
pitched an idea to television 
executives for a show centred 
on the lives of four young 
women in New York City, she 
was met with puzzlement and 
condescension. 

“They were like, ‘You know 
that thing when girls live 
together and they suddenly all 
get their periods at the same 
time?’ I was like, ‘No, I don’t 
know that thing, and even if 
it were true, there’s other stuff 
I’m wonying about that I’d 
rather write about,”’ Dunham 
recalls with a laugh in a recent 
phone interview. 

Thankfully, Dunham found 
a home on HBO and now Girls, 
an unflinching look at the 
desires and humiliations of a 
quartet of 20-somethings, is set 
to enter a fourth season. After 


skyrocketing to fame as its 
creator and star, Dunham has 
turned her gaze inward to pro¬ 
duce a collection of personal 
essays, called Not That Kind of 
Girl: A Young Woman Tells You 
What She’s ‘Learned’. 

Spanning her life from early 
childhood to present day, the 
book explores topics like her 
obsessive health fears, awk¬ 
ward sexual encounters “where 
you keep your sneakers on,” be¬ 
ing naked on TV, and of course, 
what it was like to prove her¬ 
self in a meeting of 50-year-old 
male executives. 

Dunham, 28, says she con¬ 
ceives of the book as an “ex¬ 
ploration of femininity and 
feminism as it stands for young 
women, but through a veiy per¬ 
sonal lens.” She hopes that by 
sharing her own missteps she 
can help others avoid the same. 

Although she has long 
considered herself a feminist, 
Dunham says her awareness of 
sexism has been deepened by 
the sheer number of online at¬ 
tacks on her. A quick glance at 
her Twitter mentions reveals a 
steady stream of abuse, mostly 
focused on her body and un¬ 
abashed nudity in Girls.

“I think I thought sexism 
was on its last legs. I 
think I thought it was 
like a staggering old 
behemoth falling to the 
ground, and starting my 
career has just given me 
the sense that we have 
so much further to go.”

Welcome to the world that inspired the Caped one’s crusade 


“Do you go to the movies... only for Christian 
Bale's performance as Batman? No, of course not. 
You go to see all of these other characters, right?” 

Ben McKenzie, who plays Jim Gordon in Gotham 


A one-sentence summary of 
the gloomy new comic book- 
based series Gotham doubles 
as its chief criticism: It’s Bat¬ 
man without Batman. 

Star Ben McKenzie knows 
this. He’s the show’s fulcrum, 
portraying a young Commis¬ 
sioner Jim Gordon when he’s 
still just a detective paddling 
in seeming futility against a 
tide of crime and corruption. 
The show kicks off with Bruce 
Wayne still a child, about to 
endure the formative horror 
of seeing his parents mur¬ 
dered in front of him. 

When the show was first 
announced, Simpsons writer 
Mike Scully tidily summed 
up the skepticism of many 
onlookers when he tweeted: 
“Can’t wait to see Gotham to 
learn how Officer Gordon be¬ 
came Commissioner Gordon. 
Hoping for lots of test-talcing 
and waiting for scores.” 

McKenzie was actually 
among the 600-plus who ret¬ 
weeted the quip, and — as 
he journeyed to Canada in 
the spring to promote the 
show — his eyes lit up when 
reminded of it. But of course, 
he disagrees. 

“I understand the reflex of 
‘Batman show without Bat¬ 
man,”’ said the chatty Texan, 


best-known for starring roles 
on The O.C. and Southland. 

“But I think there’s so 
many people who are really, 
really fans of the entire uni¬ 
verse that surrounds Batman. 
I mean, do you go to the mov¬ 
ies and see the (Christopher) 
Nolan versions only for Chris¬ 
tian Bale’s performance as 
Batman? No, of course not. 
You go to see all of these 
other characters, right? 


“I understand the criti¬ 
cism,” he continued, “but my 
short answer is, just watch it. 
If you don’t like it, don’t keep 


watching it, but I’m really 
proud of the pilot we’ve made 
... I think people who are fans 
of this are, for the most part, 
going to lose their minds.” 

For those devotees of the 
75-year-old DC Comics fran¬ 
chise, McKenzie promises 
that Gotham will showcase 
the rogues’ galleiy of freaks 
Batman eventually goes on 
to fight, in variously fledgling 
states of villainy. 

We’ll learn more about 
Wayne, too. And McKenzie’s 
vision for the show’s eventual 
end would see a finally grown 
Wayne slip on the cape and 
cowl for the first time. 

“(That’s) hopefully a long 
time from now,” said McKen¬ 
zie, rapping his knuckles on

the wooden table to keep his 
karma straight. 

He’s confident about the 
show’s fortunes, and he’s 
not alone. Given the show’s 
blockbuster ties, it was ear¬ 
marked early as a possible fall 
breakout. 

Of course, Marvel’s Agents 
of S.H.I.E.L.D. failed to com¬ 
pletely ignite despite similar¬ 
ly lucrative associations. But 
that show featured a cast of 
characters almost totally new 
to viewers, whereas McKen¬ 
zie stresses the familiarity of 
the Gotham universe. 

Well, to most people. The 
35-year-old actor, a Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia graduate and 
nephew to Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning playwright Robert 
Schenkkan, notes with be¬ 
mused wonder that he was 
given focus-group data in 
which a third of those polled 
hadn’t heard of Batman. 

“Lord knows where they 
pull these people from,” he 
marvelled. “That can’t pos¬ 
sibly be. Now that I’m a part 
of it, I walk around, you go to 
the mall, you see people in 
Batman shirts, just walking 
around. 

“It’s just entered the lexi¬ 
con. It’s entered the never- 
ending Zeitgeist.” 

Gotham isn’t McKenzie’s 
first entiy point into the Bat¬ 
man universe. He actually 
voiced the avenging orphan 
in the animated film Batman: 
Year One, which also show¬ 
cased the talents of Bryan 
Cranston — who just won a 
Tony Award for his perform¬ 
ance in All the Way, a play, 
McKenzie points out, written 
by his uncle. 

Growing up, McKenzie 
and his brother used to watch 
the arch, richly cheesy Adam 
West-starred ’60s Batman 
every afternoon. And he loves 
Nolan’s bleak, coffee-blaclc 
cinematic take, in which in¬ 
tense Oscar nominee Gary 
Oldman inhabited the role of 
the noble police chief. 

“Someone tweeted 

me that it’s so cool you’ll 
grow up and be Gary Old¬ 
man,” McKenzie recalled. 
“I was like, ‘Sadly, I don’t 
think that’s how it works.’”

More superhero shows 


Comicbooks 
take over TV 

Superheroes aren’t just 
dominating at the multi¬ 
plex — they’re also flying 
onto the small screen, 
with at least four new TV 
series inspired by caped 
crusaders set to debut. 

Gotham, The Flash and 
Marvel’s Agent Carter will 
join the ranks of Arrow 
and Marvel’s Agents of 
S.H.I.E.L.D. on CTV. Mean¬ 
while Constantine, based 
on the DC Comics series 
about occult detective 
John Constantine, will air 
on Global. 

Once thought to be the 
realm of outsiders and 
nerds, comic books are 
now decidedly main¬ 
stream. And since they 
come with a built-in fan 
base, TV shows based on 
comics are a solid bet for 
network executives hoping 
to land a ratings hit. 

Phil King, president of 
CTV programming, said 
in an interview during the 
network’s spring upfronts 
that name recognition 
wasn’t enough for comic 
book shows to last — they 
also have to be good. 

“We already spend mil¬ 
lions of dollars to market 
shows, so you want any 
advantage you can get 
where people go, ‘Oh, 
Gotham, cool, I’ll check 
it out.’ But that only gets 
people in the door Epi¬ 
sode 1. If the show isn’t 
veiy good, it’ll flop at No. 

2 and it’ll be gone by 3,” 
he said, the Canadian press

“I did this program for TLC 
last year in the U.K. where I’d 
spy on teenagers with their 
parents,” she says. “The par¬ 
ents would say they were go¬ 
ing away for the weekend, and 
then we would spy on them. 
The whole time, I wanted to 
say, ‘Just let them have a messy 
room and sleep in! That’s what 
we do!’ And I realized I was say¬ 
ing that as one of them.” 


O’Porter is releasing a new 
young-adult novel this month, 
and her story of two unlikely 
best friends is so right on that 
it’s generating a lot of buzz. 

The book is about two high 
schoolers, Flo and Renee. 

Flo is the timid one, not 
brave enough to stand up 
to her Regina George-esque 
frenemy. She also has quite 
serious problems at home. 

Renee is the classic boy- 
obsessed party girl. After her 
mother dies, she and her 
younger sister move in with 
their stoic grandparents. 

When Flo’s father dies, the 
two form an unlikely bond. 

“You go through so much 
when you’re a teen, but you 
don’t have the emotional cap¬ 
acity that you do when you’re 
an adult,” O’Porter says. 

The book conveys the fact 
that, when you’re a teen, the 
big things are a big deal, of 
course, but the little things 
— like boys and embarrassing 
moments — are a big deal, too.

love boys,” she reminisces. “I 
smoked my first joint. I got 
really drunk for the first time. 
It was all so basic, but it re¬ 
minded me how overwhelm¬ 
ing eveiything felt because 
you don’t have experience 
under your belt to put it all in 
perspective.” 


O’Porter and her husband 
actor Chris O’Dowd (Brides¬ 
maids, Girls) recently an¬ 
nounced they were expecting 
a child of their own by posting 
a video of O’Dowd doing the 
Ice Bucket Challenge and then 
nominating “baby O’Porter,” 
followed by his wife dumping 
a glass of water on her preg¬ 
nant belly.

Character carnage. 

Television series have 
become more brazen 
about killing off key 
and popular characters 


John Cameron Mitchell re¬ 
members exactly where he 
was when he found out he was 
dying. 

Or, more specifically, when 
the character he portrayed on 
Girls — the tart-tongued ebook 
editor David Pressler-Goings — 
would meet his untimely end. 

“It was a table read and I 
hadn’t read that episode and 
it sort of suddenly came out — 
and I felt like I’d been punched 
in the gut,” he said in a recent 
interview. “It was just like, my 
actor side. I looked over at (writ¬ 
er-star) Lena (Dunham) and she 
goes, ‘I’m so sony. I forgot to 
tell you.’” 

In recent years, television 
body counts have blasted high¬ 
er than home runs in the ster¬ 


oid era. 

Spoilers, obviously, follow, 
but since Game of Thrones 
blew viewers’ minds by lopping 
off its lead character’s head in 
an infamous Season 1 episode, 
television series have become 
increasingly brazen about kill¬ 
ing off beloved characters. 

When The Good Wife re¬ 
turns Sunday, it will do so — 
again, spoilers ahoy! — with¬ 
out Josh Charles’ cutthroat 
attorney Will Gardner, whose 
death in a courtroom shooting 
in Season 5 could scarcely have 
been more jarring to devoted 
fans of the show. 

Other shows to suddenly kill 
off central characters in recent 
years include House of Cards, 
Arrow, Breaking Bad, Down- 
ton Abbey and Scandal. And of 
course, Game of Thrones has 
buried more parts than a scrap¬ 
yard. 

Even The Simpsons has 
tried to buoy sagging enthusi¬ 
asm for its seemingly endless 
run by vowing to kill off yet an¬ 
other character in its upcoming 
26th season, meaning shocking 


twist deaths have graduated 
from plot device to marketing 
tool. 

“Some shows, maybe they 
do it as a bit of a buzz — it’s 
a great news piece to kill off a 
main character,” said Edmon¬ 
ton actor Eric Johnson in a 
recent interview. “There was 
a fear before, in your network 
television model, to kill some¬ 
body that your audience iden¬ 
tifies with,” he added. “I think 
there’s not a fear to do it any¬ 
more.” 

As viewers have become 
desensitized to losing pivotal 
characters, it’s now up to actors 
to mourn the fictional dearly 
departed. 

Sure, in some situations — 
Downton and Good Wife, for 
example — lynchpin charac¬ 
ters were lost simply because 
the actors wanted to do some¬ 
thing else. 

But in cases such as Mitch¬ 
ell’s, a character being put out 
to pasture means an actor be¬ 
ing put out of work. And for 
under-the-radar actors who 
work for years to land roles 


in major television series, the 
news can sting more than one 
might think. 

In Johnson’s case, he’s star¬ 
ring in Cinemax’s Steven Soder¬ 
bergh-steered period piece The 
Knick, which zeroes in on a 
tum-of-the-20th-centuiy New 
York City hospital with a soar¬ 
ing mortality rate. 

After appearing in the ser¬ 
ies’ initial run of 10 episodes, 
Johnson says he was told he’d 
return for a second season — 
exciting news “at a time when 
50 per cent of the people died 
from infectious diseases.” 

He’s joking, but he acknow¬ 
ledges real anxiety over a pos¬ 
sible onscreen fatality. 

“Oh, we all have concerns 
about that,” he said. “Eveiy 
day, you expect a script revision 


where somebody gets hit by a 
trolley or somebody gets syph¬ 
ilis and dies. 

“You gotta be really nice to 
the writers. The writers will be 
making off like bandits on this 
show—all the free gifts. ‘Please 
don’t kill me off!”’ 

The fear of death is more 
an issue on some shows than 
others. Case in point: How to 
Get Away With Murder, pre¬ 
miering Sept. 25 on CTV. Be¬ 
yond the fact that the word 
murder is in the title, the show 
carries the potential for a high 
fatality rate in part because 
it’s being produced by Shonda 
Rhimes. 

The powerhouse producer 
first flaunted a taste for blood 
on Grey’s Anatomy, which has 
the distinction of killing off two 


separate Emmy-lauded leads, 
and cemented her ruthless 
reputation with the increas¬ 
ingly hazardous Scandal. 

“Keeps you on your toes, 
right? Survival of the fittest?” 
laughed the show’s star, Alfie 
Enoch. 

Although actors turn each 
script page with apprehension, 
most agree that a televised 
death is much easier to bear if 
it’s integral to the overall narra¬ 
tive, rather than a social-media- 
baiting stunt.

It was a divisive, discussed 
episode. So Mitchell says he was 
sacrificed for a worthy cause. 

“I had to die so her charac¬ 
ter could not feel anything,” he 
said. “That, actually, was a won¬ 
derful episode ... So if I died for 
an awesome episode? So be it.”

Wine and food pairing is 
an exercise in avoiding the 
obvious. Too often foodies 
focus on the main feature 
of a dish and ignore second- 
aiy components when pick¬ 
ing a liquid to match. 

Sauces, spices and even 
vegetables will influence 
your dinner’s outcome, 
masking what you might 
think is the upfront flavour 
generator. 

This week’s recipe is 
a classic example. The 
chicken might seem the de¬ 
cision maker, or maybe it’s 
the pasta noodles. It’s really 
the can of tomatoes. 

Though the humble 
tomato may look harm¬ 
less, it’s an acid bomb that 
doesn’t play well with 
most wines. At the heart 
of Ricardo’s rustic lasagna, 
it demands you choose a 
wine with an equally acidic 
personality. 

Many Italian grapes 
fit the bill.

Tech giants bet on Jetsons-slyle living 



Smart home revolution. 
Push-button convenience 
of animated Space Age 
family is headed for 
mass-market reality 


It’s long been the stuff of sci¬ 
ence fiction, but tech giants 
hope the “smart home,” where 
gadgets talk to each other and 
the fridge orders the milk, will 
soon become reality. 

The futuristic vision of 
wireless domestic bliss that 
puts people and their smart¬ 
phones or tablets at the centre 
of an Internet of Things was 
a key theme at this year’s IFA 
consumer electronics fair in 
Berlin. 

Industiy titans such as 
Google, Samsung and Apple 
have been battling for an 
early lead in the race to create 
the Internet-connected house¬ 
hold, a market they expect 
to grow into the next multi- 
billion-dollar tech revolution. 

The smart home is heading 
“towards a mass-market real¬ 
ity,” said Lisa Arrowsmith of 
market research firm IHS. 


The new driving force, she 
said, is “the rise of the smart¬ 
phone and its role as a com¬ 
mon user interface to allow 
remote and in-home control 
of devices such as thermostats, 
smart plugs or security sys¬ 
tems.” 

Talk of creating the “auto¬ 
mated home” has been around 
since at least the 1980s, but 
was hobbled by technical 
hurdles, from tangled cables 
to costly interfaces and com¬ 
patibility problems between 
appliance manufacturers. 

Now the dream is back 
with a vengeance as compan¬ 
ies foresee a world of synced 
devices, where motorists re¬ 
motely switch on the heat¬ 
ing as they drive home, and 
holidaymakers watch over 
their houses from the beach 
with security camera footage. 

At the IFA in Berlin, South 
Korea’s Samsung presented its 
2020 vision of the “house of 
the future,” replete with a holo¬ 
gram chef who gives step-by- 
step cooking instructions, and 
digital coaches that keep an eye 
on your morning workout. 

“For many it’s still just a 
vision, but change is coming 


and it’s coming fast,” prom¬ 
ised Samsung Electronics co- 
CEO Boo-Keun “BI<” Yoon. 

Internet of Things 

To add innovation muscle to 
its smart home push, Sam¬ 
sung in August bought the 
U.S. startup SmartThings, 
which is developing apps to 
link up electric devices and 
household appliances, for a 
reported $200 million US (155 


million euros). 

The move came after Goo¬ 
gle in Januaiy paid a jaw-drop- 
ping $3.2 billion US for Nest 
Labs, which makes fire alarms 
and sophisticated thermostats 
that save energy and can de¬ 
tect whether people are at 
home or out. 

Last year some 17 million 
home automation devices 
were sold, according to ana¬ 
lysts at ABI Research, which 


predicts their number will top 
half a billion units by 2018. 

Big industiy players are 
now battling to establish the 
dominant platform for the in¬ 
telligent home. 

Among them is Microsoft, 
which has already entered liv¬ 
ing rooms with its Xbox game 
console that can sense move¬ 
ment and speech via its Kinect 
system and is designed as a 
hub for online activity. 


Apple recently presented 
the HomeKit, a platform to 
connect compatible devices 
and a space where software 
developers can create the ne- 
cessaiy applications. 

“Competition is fierce be¬ 
cause the market is wide open,” 
said Julien De Preaumont, mar¬ 
keting director of Withings, a 
pioneer in France that makes 
Internet-connected bathroom 
scales, home surveillance sys¬ 
tems and other devices. 

Electronics makers must 
still overcome consumer scep¬ 
ticism and convince people to 
part with their dumb toaster 
and dishwasher to embrace a 
life of total connectivity. 

Some worry about the pri¬ 
vacy implications of the mas¬ 
sive online data streams that 
would control and monitor 
virtually eveiy aspect of their 
lives. 

“The issue of data protec¬ 
tion is going to be a huge one, 
obviously even more so be¬ 
cause we have very different 
privacy laws from one con¬ 
tinent to another.” said An¬ 
nette Zimmermann of IT re¬ 
search and advisoiy company 
Gartner Research, afp

All 
three stand six-foot-three or 
taller. 

“We’re not going to come 
in and save the day but I think 
we’re going to add some good 
depth,” Purcell said. 

Equally important, they 
upgraded a defence that gave 
up 270 goals last season, the 
most in the NHL. The team 
added Mark Fayne from New 
Jersey, Nikita Nikitin from 


Columbus and Keith Aulie 
from Tampa Bay to support 
returning veterans Jeff Petiy, 
Andrew Ference and Justin 
Schultz. 

Expected to battle for spots 
on the back end will be David 
Musil, Martin Marincin, who 
played 44 games in Edmonton 
last year, Oscar Kiefbom, who 
had 17 games with the Oilers, 
and perhaps Darnell Nurse, 
the team’s first-round draft 
pick two years ago. 

“Obviously we’re going 
to have some battles on de¬ 
fence,” Eakins said. “We’ve 
upgraded our D with what I 
call full-time NHL defence- 
men so there will be some 
battles going on there.” 

There’s also going to bat¬ 
tles down the middle. Ryan 
Nugent-Hopkins should be 


their No. 1 centre but the rest 
of the spots are up for grabs. 

“We have two NHL centre- 
men right now (Nugent-Hop¬ 
kins and Boyd Gordon) and I 
have no idea who the other 
ones will be,” Eakins said. 
“And there will be a spot or 
two open on the wing.” 

Goaltending was also an 
issue last season after Devan 
Dubnylc couldn’t handle the 
starting job. The Oilers have 
eight goaltenders in camp, 
but between them there’s 
only 55 games of NHL experi¬ 
ence, 40 of that by Ben Scriv- 
ens. 

Obtained late last season, 
Scrivens and Viktor Fasth, 
who had five starts in Ana¬ 
heim and seven in Edmonton, 
should shoulder the load in

Jarome Iginla took a few 
wrong turns and got lost 
heading into the office for his 
first day of work. 

So new to town, it’s under¬ 
standable the Colorado Ava¬ 
lanche forward can’t quite 
navigate his way to Denver’s 
Pepsi Center yet. 

His direction on the ice, 
though, is impeccable. That’s 
why the Avalanche brought 
his leadership to Denver, 
hoping the 37-year-old can 
take them to the next level. 

This is a team that sur¬ 
prised the NHL last season by 
tying a franchise record with 
52 wins in coach Patrick Roy’s 
first season. They also lost a 
Game 7 at home against the 
Minnesota Wild.

Already renowned for his 
intense off-season workouts, 
Iginla stepped it up even 
another notch this sum¬ 
mer so he can keep up with 
Colorado’s youngsters. Roy is 
leaning toward pairing Iginla 
with Ryan O’Reilly and Matt 
Duchene. 

“This is a veiy young, dy¬ 
namic group,” said Iginla, 
who scored 30 goals for Bos¬ 
ton last season. “Lots of speed, 
lots of skill and guys that are 
veiy competitive.
